The last sound on the tape 
I* the sound of a slamming 
door. 

Jl Is e sound as loud and 
final m death Itself. The 
men who slammed the door 
hsd just finished talking 
about I he coming death of 
John Fitzgerald Kennedy. 

It was Nov. 9. 19B3 -- two 
weeks before I he President 
was assassinated. 

The door slammed shut on 
the Miami apartment In 
which the men had been talk- 
ing. Sitting on the refrigera- 
tor — hidden — was I h e 
Miami Police Intelligence 
tape recorder which had tak- 
en down the assassination 
conversation. 

During the conversation, a 
Staled Rights agitator told 
a Miami Police Informer 
that Kennedy would be 
killed with a high-powered . 
rifle from an office building, j 
He said aomebody would he 
picked up quickly, just to 
throw the public off. 

He said that Kennedy 
knew he was a marked man. 

The hugged conversation 
was arranged for one prl- 
miry reason -John Kennc. 
dy was coming to Miami In 
nine days. The Miami Police 
were not about to have him 
killed here.

It happened thal the FBI J 
was then investigating Lee j 
Harvey Oswald In Dallas, j 
The President was due in 
Dallas Nov. 22. There was to 
he a motorcade through , 
Inwn on the traditional mo- 
torcade route. 

At the end of thal route la 
the Texas Book Depository. 

On Nov. I.' and Nov. .1, 
FBI agents went to the 
house where Marina Oswald 
was living apart from her 
husband. The agents talked 
to Mrs. Ruth Pslne who had 
taken In Marina Oswald. l 
Ruth Paine told Ihe FBI* 
that Lee Harvey Oswald was 
working In the Texas Rook 
Depository. 

On N nv. 9, Oswald wrote 
to the Russian Embassy In 
Washington and said: "The 
FBI has visited us here In 
Dallas. . . " 

That was the same day 
the tape was made.
